Davtian by attempting to head-butt him. Inmate Johnson missed the doctor and struck a 
computer monitor instead, causing the monitor to fall over and pushing the desk into 

Dr. Davtian, pushing him backward. 


Deputies Ramon Chavez and Thomas Bryant were monitoring the mental evaluation and 

immediately intervened by forcing Inmate Johnson to the around, preventing him from 

continuing his attack upon Dr. Davtian. <a 
heard the disturbance and saw Inmate Johnson on the ground trying to kick 

Deputies Chavez and Bryant. They assisted in subduing Inmate Johnson. 

During the incident, Deputy Chavez injured his right hand and wrist, while Deputy Bryant 


was exposed to blood on his face. Inmate Johnson sustained a fracture to his right orbital 
floor and ramus. 
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INITIAL INVESTIGATION: 

On September 27, 2007, at approximately 10: 47 hours, Inmate Johnson was interviewed 
on video tape by Sergeant Teresa Evers. At approximately 11:25 hours, Inmate Johnson 
was interviewed by Lt. Cynthia Connor. Both interviews were conducted independent of 
each other, with Inmate Johnson providing the same information to Sergeant Evers as he 
provided to Lieutenant Connor. 


Inmate Johnson told Sergeant Evers and Lieutenant Connors that he was on the "Psych" 
line and that the doctor said something. Inmate Johnson said, "I ran my head into his 
computer. | started banging my head on his desk, because I’m suicidal.” Inmate Johnson 
said that he blanked out and doesn’t remember anything else. 


Sergeant Evers on camera also interviewed Doctor Davtian and two additional inmates, 
however there was no sound with the recording. Additionally Sergeant Evers took 
photographs depicting the injuries to Inmate Johnson and Deputy Chavez and the location 
of where the altercation took place.

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INMATE STATEMENT: 

The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. Additional 
information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the video of the 
interviews conducted by ТТСЕ Lieutenant Connor and Sergeant Evers. All recordings are 
held at IAB for safekeeping. 


Inmate Johnson said he was talking with the Psychiatrist and that the doctor said something that 
made him want to hurt the doctor. He said he rammed his head into the doctors computer, then 
jumped up and pushed the desk into the doctor. Inmate Johnson said he then started banging his 
head on the table and that is when he blacked out. 


Inmate Johnson said he was suicidal and that the doctor wanted to put him back in general 
population, which made him mad and that he wanted to hurt the doctor. 


INJURIES: 
Inmate Johnson sustained a fracture to the right orbital floor and ramus and was treated at 
LCMC. (Refer to Inmate Injury Report and Photographs, Exhibit C) 


Deputy Chavez sprained his right hand and wrist, which occurred during the time he was 
punching Inmate Johnson. (Refer to Work Status Reports, Exhibit G) 


Deputy Bryant was exposed to blood on his face. (Refer to Work Status Reports, Exhibit G) 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 
No physical evidence was collected at the scene and the Crime Lab did not respond to this 
incident. 


INVESTIGATORS’ OBSERVATIONS: 
At the time of the Force and Shooting Response Team's arrival, the incident was more than 24 
hours old and the scene was no longer being held. 


IAB NOTE: The incident had been reported promptly and the mandatory IAB 
notification was completed. The delay in the roll-out was predicated on the delay 
in having the X-ray read at LCMC, which indicated that a fracture to the orbit had 
occurred. 


CRIMINAL INVESTIGATOR / CHARGES FILED: 
Responsibility forthe criminal investigation, rests with the Jail Investigative Unit, (JIU). JIU files their 
cases with the Los Angeles City Attomey's Office or the Los Angeles County District Attomey's 
Office. Their policy is that when the offenses are less significant than the imposed prison term, 
they will not prosecute.

Doctor Davtian told Бери nat he was conducting a declassification interview with Inmate 
Johnson, when Johnson , without any waming or provocation, stood up and attempted to head butt 
him. Doctor Davtian said Inmate Johnson missed him and hit his lap top computer which was on 
the table. He said Inmate Johnson then pushed the iable into him, pushing him back 
approximately three feet. Doctor Davtian said he then ran out of the room to avoid being further 
assaulted by Inmate Johnson. 


STATEMENTS OF INVOLVED DEPUTIES: 

Additional 
information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the verbatim 
transcriptions and/or the recorded interviews which are formatted as “Wave Files" and 
held at IAB for safekeeping. 


Deputy Raymond A. Chavez 

Deputy Chavez was interviewed by Intemal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Sergeants David Flores and Trent 
Denison on April 16, 2008, at approximately 10:44 hours. The interview took place at the Twin 
Towers Correctional Facility, with Deputy Chavez declining representation. 


Deputy Chavez said that as part of his daily duties he escorts inmates to what the deputies refer 
to as the “psych line,” so they may be evaluated by mental health specialists. He said the inmates 
are evaluated to find out whether they can be housed at at Central Jail or in the Towers, what their 
mental health needs are or if they have mental health problems. 


He said on the day of the incident, he and his partner (Deputy Thomas Bryant) escorted Inmate 
Johnson to the psych line. He told Inmate Johnson sit down in a chair in front of the desk so he 
could talk with mental health Doctor Davtan. Deputy Chavez believes Inmate Johnson had been 
evaluated a couple times and had seen him come back and forth between facilities. 


Deputy Chavez said he thought Doctor Davtian asked Inmate Johnson some questions that 
Johnson wasn't too happy with. He said Inmate Johnson got mad and basically tried to attack 
Dector Davtian. Deputy Chavez said Inmate Johnson stood up and tried to head butt Doctor 
Davtian. He said because Inmate Johnson was handcuffed and waist chained, with his hands 
behind his back, he missed Doctor Davtian and head butted the computer. 


Deputy Chavez said Inmate Johnson struck with sufficient force to move the desk, pinning Doctor 


Davtian in between the desk and the pod window. Deputy Chavez said he attempted to grab 
Inmate Jonnson from behind to control him, however Johnson was able to tum around. 


IAB Note: Deputy Chavez is 5' 7"and 170 Ibs. and Inmate Johnson is 602" and 
300 pounds. 
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Deputy Chavez said, 

“He spun on me. He came at me and tried to do the same thing fo me. He tried 
to head butt and kick. | didn’t want to get too close you know, he tried to kick me. 
1 didn’t want him to spit at me. | didn't you know, I just didn't want to be assaulted 
like that. So І, when he came at me | started, I hit him in his face. He kept coming 
atme and then you know, і hit him a couple more times with my fist in the face and 
then he backed up just a little and then | backed up just a little and it happened so 
fast and then he came at me again. 


So | kept trying to hit him again and then by that time my partner saw what was 
happening and he tried to grab him from behind and then they started struggling. 
So | just tripped his feet from undemeath him. He fell forward on his face, onto his 
stomach, and then | put my right knee on his neck to pin him down so he wouldnt 
move, and at that time he’s still trying to bite, spit. | just didn't want to get blood on 
me or anything like that. So | just kept there until more deputies came.” 


Deputy Chavez said he believes he punched Inmate Johnson in the face a total of four times. He 
said he had his O.C spray, but didn't believe it would have been effective against Inmate Thomas, 
adding that it happened so quickly. 


Deputy Thomas W. Bryant 

Deputy Bryant was interviewed by Intemal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Sergeants David Flores and Trent 
Denison on April 16, 2008, at approximately 11:37 hours. The interview took place at the Twin 
Towers Correctional Facility, with Deputy Bryant declining representation. 


Deputy Bryant told IAB investigators Inmate Johnson was brought up as a new fish from I.R.C. 
He said Inmate Johnson was to be interviewed by Mental Health Doctor Davtian and was sitting 
in front of the doctors desk. He said Doctor Daviian and Inmate Johnson were having a 
conversation about previously being de-classed from a lower floor, which is a lower level of care. 
Deputy Johnson said when the doctor explained that he was going to have to go back fo general 
population (G.P.), Inmate Johnson appeared to become agitated. 


Deputy Bryant said he and Deputy Chavez were extra vigilant because Inmate Johnson was such 
a big individual, approximately 6' 3" and probably weighed well into two hundred pound range.

Deputy Bryant said when the doctor told Inmate Johnson he was still going to have to go back into 


G.P., Johnson lunged forward at the doctor, striking his head on the doctor's laptop computer 
screen. 
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Deputy Bryant said it appeared that Inmate Johnson hit his head on the desk as well, as he used 
his weight to push the desk into the doctor, pinning the doctor between the desk and the wall. 


Deputy Bryant said he saw his partner Deputy Chavez quickly engage Inmate Johnson by trying 
to grab his left arm. He said he ran up and grabbed Inmate Johnson's right arm and the back of 
his shirt. He said he put all of his weight onto Inmate Johnson's back and was trying to do a leg 
sweep. Fe said Inmate Johnson was kicking wildly and screaming and trying to lunge at his 
partner, 


Deputy Bryant said, the next thing he knew is that he was on Johnson's back and holding on. He 
said Inmate Johnson was going to the ground and all of his (Deputy Bryant's ) weight was on 
Johnson. He said Inmate Johnson was kicking and flailing his head around to the left and to the 
right, screaming. 


Deputy Bryant said Inmate Johnson was still kicking and he (Deputy Bryant) was holding onto 
Johnson's arm. He said he used his hand to grab onto Johnson's shirt and used his shoulder to 
push down into Johnson's lower back, using all of his weight to keep Inmate Johnson from getting 
up. 


Deputy Bryant said he heard Deputy Chavez tell Inmate Johnson to stop fighting and heard the 
radio traffic go out, but wasn't sure who put it out. He said after a certain amount of time, Inmate 
Johnson stopped fighting and said, “Okay, okay, okay." Deputy Bryant said as soon as they got 
Inmate Jonnson under control, he stood up and Оер! пес out that he had blood on 
his (Deputy Bryant's) face. Deputy Bryant said he didn't strike Inmate Johnson and didn't see the 
actions of Deputy Chavez and/or the deputies who came to their assistance, due to his position.

He said 
deputies were trying to control him and Inmate Johnson was trying to kick the deputies. 


Deputy — P he immediately ran toward them and ordered Inmate Johnson to stop kicking. 
He said Inmate Johnson refused and in order to keep the deputi eing injured, he kicked 
Inmate Johnson approximately three times on the left leg. Deputy] aid he delivered three 
rapid kicks with the toe of his boot to Inmate Johnson's shins.

He said Inmate Johnson was face down, rolling back and forth and kicking with his 
legs. He said he ran over and put his body weight on Inmate Johnson's back. 


He said he was trying to keep from being kicked and that almost immediately Deputy | 
arrived and grabbed Inmate Johnson's legs in a bear hug. He said he was able to pull out his radio 
and call for help.

He said he heard a loud commotion coming from the 
А, B, C, indoor recreation area and upon hearing the disturbance, he ran through the interior door 
connecting D.E.F. recreation yard to the A,B,C, side. 


Deputy =< that once he got there, he saw Inmate Johnson on the floor struggling with 
a couple of deputies. He said went over and grabbed Inmate Johnson’s legs with both of his arms, 
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using a bear hug like control hold of Johnson's legs. Deputy 2 inmate Johnson was 
struggling and kicking at the time. Deputy| id they gave Inmate Johnson verbal 
commands to stop fighting and after several commands, Jchrson stopped struggling. 


Deputy MM it took him approximately five seconds for him to run from the D.E.F. side to 
the A.B.C. side where the incident took place.
